Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to change the 
inventor's name from "PLAM" to —PALM—. Applicant encloses a PTO-1449 Form for 
this purpose. 

Finally, Applicant notes that the Examiner cited U.S. Patents 6,163,570 and 
6,504,886 in the parent application, but did not make them of record in the present 
application. Applicant believes that the examiner considered these previously cited 
documents with respect to the present application.
